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NEW  EQC  DIRECTOR 

John  W.  Reuss  of  Montana  State  University  has  been  selected  by  the  Environmen- 
tal Quality  Council  to  be  the  Council's  next  Executive  Director.  His  appointment 
will  be  effective  July  1,  1974. 

Since  1973  Mr.  Reuss  has  been  Principal  Investigator  of  the  MSU-NSF  Gallatin 
Canyon  Study  in  the  Center  for  Interdisciplinary  Studies,  Montana  State  University, 
Bozeman.  He  began  his  work  at  MSU  in  1971  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Political 
Science  in  the  Department  of  History,  Government,  and  Philosophy.  Before  that  he 
participated  in  a  Program  in  Science  and  Public  Policy  at  Purdue  University.

Mr.  Reuss  is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  and  the  American  Society  for  Public  Administration.  He  is  co-author  of 
"Environmental  Impact  Assessment:  The  Gallatin  Canyon-Big  Sky  Study"  in  the  Journal 
of  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  and  "The  Gallatin  Area",  a  joint  publication  of  the 
Gallatin  Canyon  Study  Team  and  the  MSU  Cooperative  Extension  Service.

A  public  hearing  on  the  application  will  be  held  June  10,  197-^,  in  the 
DiNRC  Auditorium  at  32  South  Ewing  in  Helena,  beqinninq  at  7:00  p.m.
